Small Washing Machines 


MALL kitchens require small 
S equipment. Especially so when 

it comes to washing machines. 
In many apartments a single tub 
beside the sink is all we find. While 
this is all that may be needed for 
the towels, silk undies and small 


things, it is hardly enough for the 


household linens. :

There is a small washer of cylin- | 


drical shape, an electric motor on 


top, that is placed in the suddy wa- |

short-time. It can be removed, 
rinsed, dried, and may be stowed 
away in a deep drawer or closet, as 
it is only 22 inches long and weighs 
only 30 pounds.

5100-POUND PLANE IS SHOT

Powder Charge Used to Launch 
Craft From Turret of U. 8. S. 
West Virginia.

SAN PEDRO, Cal., Oct. 20.— 
For the first time in aviation his- 
tory a 5100-pound amphibian plane 
was yesterday launched off the 
deck of a battleship here by 
means of a powder catapult.

The first witness to follow Walb 
and Peters probably will be Hugh 
Pat Emmons, former klan “cy- 
clops’’ at South Bend. He is ex- 
yected to tell of agreements made 
between the Republican teaders 
and the klan, in anticipation of the 
senatorial primary in. May. Em- 
mons was present under subpena. 

While agents of the Reed com- 
mittee were at large in Indiana last

After he has disposed of the 
rival State chairmen and has eli- 
cited from Walb the evidence upon 
which he based his recent state- 
ment that ‘‘a conspiracy of inter- 
national bankers’’ has been formed 
to defeat Senators James E. Wat- 
son and Arthur R. Robinson, Reed 
will proceed at once to the ser'‘ous 
business of unearthing the arrange- 
ment whereby those Republican 
Senators received the active sup- 
port of the Klan in the May pri- 
mary. 

As has been pointed out, the klan 
had a legal right to support whom 
it chose, providing the business vas 
regular. What Reed wants to know 
is what promises of reward, if any, 
were made to obtain its support, 
and what methods were employed 
to make the support eftective at 
the polls. As the sole judge 
whether members are entitled 
their seats, the Senate is entitled 
to know the means by which the 
seats are obtained, and it is the 
duty of the Reed committee to as- 
certain these facts and § report 
them.

UNCONSCIOUS 4 DAYS 


Physicians Surprised at Resist- 
ance — Suffered Heart Dis- 
ease Since He Was 15. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—The reso- 


luteness that sustained Eugene V. 


Debs through tryine times as the 
nation’s chief exponent of Social- 
ism, was. with him today as he lay 
at death’s.door. 

Fighting against the odds of a 
failing heart and the infirmities of 
70 years, he lay in a state of coma 
at a suburban  sanitarium, but 
physicians said his desire to live 
warded off the end, although he 
was unconscious. 

Debs had been in that condition 
since Saturday night, and the four- 
day coma was characterized. as 
most unusual by his physicians, 
who, however, made known at an 
early hour that they did not expect 
the patient to live through the day. 

A consultatfon was held late last 
night, and it was agreed that the 
disturbance of the heart was “rap- 
idly progressing to a fatal termi- 
nation.”” The scientific diagnosis 
is myocarditis with auricular fibril- 
lation. 

The consultation revealed that 
the man who was five times chosen 
by the Socialist party for the presi- 
dency of the United States, the last 
time while he was in Federal 
prison, for declarations against the 
drafting of men for World War 
service, pursued his long activity 
in behalf of labor and social re- 
forms under the handicap of heart 
disease. From the age of 15 he 
suffered from myocarditis, which, 
with complications, placed the 
shadow of death upon him. 

His loud breathing was the chief 
sign of life at noon today, respira- 
tion having reached 46, while his 
temperature had increased to 104 
from 102 early today. His body 
was cold in spots and no movement 
of the eyes had. been observed 
since 9 o'clock last night. 

Dr. H. O. Wiseman and Dr. §&. 
C. Albrecht regarded Debs’ vitality 
as the most unusual they ever had 
observed. His death seemed a 
matter of minutes.

Premier Lykke has contended 
that enforcement of the law was 
impossible and that the measure 
led to contempt and disregard of 
all laws, to extensive smuggling and 
incitement to drink. Various or- 
ganizations urged the abandonment! 
of prohibition on the ground that 
only the teaching of sobriety ani 
temperance would be effective in 
eliminating the abuse of alcohol.

HAVANA Cuba, Oct. 230.—Ha- 


vana wag struck by a West Indian 
hurricane early today, the wind 
velocity reaching from 120 to 130 
miles an hour. The streets were 
flooded and littered with debris of 
all kinds. The storm left Cuba. 
headed northeast. and it was indi- 
cated that it was traveling toward 
Key West. 

A few persons were slightly in- 
jured. The city was completely 
prepared for the storm, which was 
the worst in years. 

The hurricane hit Havana last 
night about midnight, and early 
this afternoon the wind was still 
blowing strong. At 3 p. m. the wind 
velocity had decreased to 45 to 50 
miles an hour. 

The port of Havana was closed, 
and waves 25 feet high were dash- 
ing over the sea wall along he 
malecon, a wide driveway on the 
water front. Streets in the down- 
town district were flooded and the 
electric Light and transportation 
system out of commission. The lo- 
cal telephones are out of Use. ~ 

No Newspapers Published. 

No newspapers were published in 
Havana this morning. 

The city along the water front 
is in a fog of spume, spray and 
rain. 

The wind last night wags out of 
the east, but this afternoon it was 
shifting to the north, which those 
who claim to know, say blows the 
seas over the city. 

The newspapers late last night 
issued editions telling the people 
of the approaching storm and 
warning them to prepare for it. It 
is believed that this may have pre- 
vented any great loss of life. 

Loss of property and life ia be- 
lieved to have been prevented in a 
large measure because the houses 
ar built of stone. 

The wind's force prevented per- 
sons from venturing forth to rur- 
vey the district. 

Windows Broken for Four Blocks. 

In Galiano street, for four blocks 
next to the Mal Econ, all store win- 
dows were blown out. One spec- 
tator said all trees in the Prado 
weré down. 

The wind blew flag foies off the 
buildings, but as winduwsa were 
nailed up last night in the big 
bulldings, it was believed that the 
windows were saved. 

None of the steamers in the har- 
bor were reported to have been 
lost, but some were considerably 
damaged. 

A number of persons were 
jured by falling debris: 

Waves Break Over Wharves. 

Waves breaking over the wharves 
did considerable damage, wrecking 
many of the waterside warehouses 
In the interior of the city a num- 
ber of houses and other buildings 
were unroofed. 

Streets in the business district 
were blocked with wreckage, in- 
clud‘ng shattered windows and 
signs and billboards torn from their 
fastenings. Street carg and auto- 
mobiles were standing everywhere, 
abandoned. 

Apparently all the trees tn Cen- 
tral Park were uprooted, asd in 
the h'‘storic Prado only five were 
left standing.

Patrick Hayes, Archbishop of 
New York, Spends Morning 
in St Louis. 


Patrick Cardinal Hayes, Arch- 
bishop of New York, spent this 
morning in St. Louis on his returg 
from a journey to the Pacific 
Coast. 

Cardinal Hayes was here last 
June for the consecration of the St. 
Louis Cathedral, and was the guest 
of Cathoiic organizations here last 
year. On his recent journey he 
took part in the celebration of the 
150th anniversary of Mission Do- 
lores, San Francisco; in the conse- 
cration of the new Bishop of Salt 
Lake City,-and in the dedication of 
a seminary in Denver. 

Cardinal Hayes _was escorted 
from Union Station to the Cathe- 
dral by Mnsgr. Tannrath, rector of 
the Cathedral, and Father Donne!- 
ly, Archbishop Glennon’s secretary. 
He was vested at the altar, and 
said low mass, about 150 persons 
being in attendance. In the Cathe- 
dral entrance, upon .leaving, he 
gave the papal benediction to those 
who had attended the mass. Some 
of them knelt and kissed the Car- 
dinal’s ring. 

The Cardinal went to the Arch- 
bishop’s residence, and after break- 
fast with Archbishop Glennon, 
spoke with reporters, 

‘‘Moral conditions in America at 
present are good,” he said, “owing 
to the tone of-a_ strong public 
opinion, which ttakes to task vio- 
lators of the moral law. Our youth 
are no worse than their parents, 
and the parents, as I have said in 
some individual cases, are respon- 
sible for their children’s behavior. 
Children do not institute customs— 
they take what they find.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The 
last appearance in Washington of 
Queen Marie, the culmination of 
jthe diplomatic and official func- 
itions of yesterday, was at the White 
House dinner given in her honor 
by President and Mrs. Coolidge.

E. Brennan, Democratic candidate 
for United States Senator, warned 
his hearers of the growing ten- 
dency to encroach upon the per- 
sonal liberty of the citizen.

But with the question of the res- 
toration of the liberties of which 
we have been deprived is linked 
that of the retention of the liber- 
ties we still possess. The same 
forces which were behind the Vol. 
stead act and which are fighting 
today to prevent its amendment are 
already considering further en- 
croachments.” 

Brennan read a newspaper dis- 
patch from Pittsburg, Pa., which 
said thats the Pennsylvania blue 
laws were invoked by Director of 
Public Safety Clark against Sun- 
day sports.’

THE HOME KITCHEN

Sensible Luncheons for School Children. 


ARLY October days find moth- 
E ers again packing school 

luncheons. The foods selected 
must be light, nourishing and ap- 
petizing in appearance. For sand- 
wiches, bread at least a day old 
should be used. Vary the breads, 
using whole wheat, rye, = raisin 
whole wheat, and gluten in turn. 
Some children also enjoy Boston 
brown bread occssionally. 

Soften the butter for the sand- 
wiches so that it does not tear the 
bread in spreading. Cut off the 
crusts before spreading and filling. 
Do the sandwiches up in wax pa- 
per as soon as made, to keep them 
moist. For minced sandwiches, run 
the meats through the meat chop- 
per twice, using the finest knife. 

Work the seasonings into the 
meat as soon as it has been minced. 
In the packing of box or basket, 
do up each thing so that it does not 
come in contact with the others 
and absorb other flavors. Hard- 
boiled eggs may be shelled, oraages 
pared, bananas skinned and apples 
pared. Each must be done up im- 
mediately in wax paper, and they 
will keep perfectly. 

Among sandwich butters 
children will like there is 
where finely chopped 
worked into the butter. Another 
has fresh green fennel-seeds 
worked in, and still another has 
minced chives. The unsalted but- 
ter is frequently used. Fresh fruit 
stewed, minced and the juice 
drained off also makes good sand- 
wich filling.
